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Detailed Action 

1 . This Office Action is submitted in response to the amendment filed 3-7-2008, 
wherein claims 1 and 2 have been amended; claims 3 and 4 have been canceled. 
Claims 1, 2, and 5-21 are pending. 

2. The amendment filed 3-7-2008 overcomes the prior art cited in the previous 
Office Action and the rejections therein are hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 2, and 5-21 are allowed 

Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The prior art discloses a radiation shield comprised of the following lead 
substitute materials; a silicone-based material, Sn or Sn compounds, W or W 
compounds, and Bi or Bi compounds (see for example, USPN 7,041 ,995 to Eder and 
USPN 6,548,570 to Lange). However, the prior art fails to show these shielding mixtures 
having the low Sn concentrations recited in claim 1 and the low concentrations of both 
W and Bi recited in claim 2. 

5. Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art fails to show a radiation shield 
comprised of the following lead substitute materials; from 1 2 to 22 wt.% of a silicone- 
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based material, from 1 to 39 wt.% Sn or Sn compounds, from 16 to 60 wt.% W or W 
compounds, and from 16 to 60 wt.% Bi or Bi compounds. 

6. Claim 2 is allowed because the prior art fails to show a radiation shield 
comprised of the following lead substitute materials; from 12 to 22 wt.% of the silicone- 
based material, from 40 to 60 wt.% Sn or Sn compounds, from 7 to 1 5 wt.% W or W 
compounds and from 7 to 15 wt.% Bi or Bi compounds. 

7. Claims 5-21 are allowed by virtue of their dependency upon allowed claims 1 

and 2.
